to present estim ates the board will pay 
out between now’ 
and the end of the 
school year, June HO, $20,000. Even if 
the State pays the same appropriation 
as last year there arc indications of a 
deficit 
in the finances 
of the -board, 
members of the organization say. 
In order to meet current bills . and 
teachers' salaries, the board was forc­ 
ed to borrow 
$5,000 recently. 
Thir­ 
teen thousand dollars will be paid out 
in teachers' salaries before the end of 
the year and $2,000 will be needed to 
meet other expenses, making a 
total 
expenditure 
of $20,000 between 
now 
and June 30. 


There are three 
sources of income,

It is estimated th at $10,- 
000 should come in' from taxes, if col­ 
lection is m ade from all woipen; 46,- 
500 in tuition from out-of-town pupils
